The recuperative powers of Coshoc- 
ton are of the best. That is why some 
business is being done today and .the 
town is shaking off tbe bad influences 
of the awful storm of Friday and Sat- 
urday.

It continued to snow Saturday un- 
til late in the night. 
Tbe wind blew 
a gale and drifted the heavy snow in 
some places so as te make, weary the 
life of the man who sallied forth in 
the morning to clear it away. There 
were times when the snow-ceased, 
but they, were brief intervals in a 
bUzzard,that has seldom had its equal. 
Not once did the son shine through 
with a ray of promise,'and Coshocton 
nettled down as philosophically as pos- 
sible to await the outcome.it mattered 
little what It might be.. - Sunday 
morning 
> 
brought 
• out 
some 
hope. It had stopped snowing and f 
•teady rain was falling, bat it did not 
last long. The clouds did not lose 
their monotonous color of lead, but 
there was hope the worst was over. 
The thaw had continued since the 
storm began, and a few hours after 
Sunday dawned its influence could be 
seen. Every street was a river run- 
ning under'the foot or more of. snow, 
and sidewalks cleared toward the 
afternoon so tbat. walking without 
rubber boots was not suffering. It 
grew colder in the night, but not suf- 
ficient to stop the thaw, and vast 
quantities of water flowed into the 
river. - 
Business was suspended Saturday 
night. Even -he barber shops felt the 
influence of the storm. Grocery stores 
were perhaps the best patronized be- 
cause, the people could 
not pass 
through Sunday without food. The 
condition of the telephone systems 
made life a burden and there was 
trouble for everybody everywhere. 
JJut it is better today. The snow is 
leaving, trains are running on time, 
telegiaph 
wires are (working and 
country Totdt-are besoming passable. 
The danger ofa flood has not passed, 
but Coshocton is smiling and cheerful, 
glad in the knowledge that th.e worst 
is over and gentie spring.will soon be 
here with some show of its gentie 
nature. 


SOME WIRES~WORKING. 


Postal and Western Union Companies Ootaf 


Business. 


No one can imagine the inconveni- 
ence a community such as 'is Coshoc- 
ton suffers from lack of telephone and 
telegraph communication until a ca- 
lamity like that of Saturday appears 
to test the matter. The loss in dollars 
and cents can sometimes be estimated, 
but tbe injury done tbe peace of mind 
of scores of people cannot be com- 
puted. 
So wide was the extent of the storm, 


for where it did not snow it rain- 
ed in torrents, it was such as to ren 
tier telegraph service useless. 
Mana- 
ger Wimtner had four Postal wires 
working to Columbus Sunday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock, but there it stop- 
ped. He could not communicate with 
points east of Coshocton until Mon- 
day. 
Manager Hitchcock, of the Western 
Union,was more fortunate.By So'clock 
Sunday 
evening he had wires to 
Columbus, 
Toledo, Cleveland and 
Pittsburg, and business could be suc- 
cessfully handled. Improvement will 
be steady and in a short time the 
whole system will be in perfect order. 
Lineman Fallon had his hands full 
looking after the vast amount of dam- 
age done to Pennsylvania wires east 
and west, of the city. 
Assistance 
speedily came, but it was late oefore 
Pan Handle trains were running as 
usual. Trains sent over the line were 
Dandled from block to block with the 
greatest care, and there were no acci- 
lents. 
Scores of linemen have been at 
work since Sunday morning on the 
Postal and Western Unjon lines.They 
were tired and worn out when" they 
reached Coshocton, but it was neces- 
sary to open lines and after a meal at 
one of the hotels they continued their 
»0'k. Twenty or more linemen pass- 
ed through the city, the principal 
lamage being between Newark and 
jteubenville. 
The telephone com panics worked hard 
Saturday and Sunday to clear away 
jhe ruiuK and put the systems in some 
sort of condition. Success was slow,but 
;he boys continued to toll through 
the storm and Sunday morning a 
hahge was noticeable. Tbe Citizens' 
company had about 50 telephones 
working this morning and the Bell 
company had one. 
Work on re- 
building 
lines 
and 
connecting 
customers with the exchanges will go 
on as rapidly at possible, but no man 
can say jrhen the service Cosbocton 
has bad so long will be reestablished.

Superintendent Rokobrant seemed 
to be everywhere Saturday. His face, 
black with tbe soot that bad fallen 
from broken telephone wires as he 
worked to cut them away from the 
light system,was smiling; as usual and 
his step was none tbe less elastic. His 
men worked with equal energy and 
when evening came tbe most import- 
ant part of tbe commercial circuit 
was doing business. 
Sunday was another hard day* with 
more hard work, and In the evening 
the west half of tbe city . was light- 
ed, street lamps glowing with gratify- 
ing brightness. It it probable the en- 
tire system will be in operation to- 
night. 
Tbe loss to tbe light company was 
not occasioned by weakness of its 
street plant for it is substantially 
built, but by broken telephone, wires 
falling across tbe light wires. 
Until 
these were cut away the current could 
not be turned on. The light company 
suffered little from Its own broken 
wires. 


DANGER OF A FLOOD. 


livers Are Rhine; Bnt Opinions Are Divided 


As to tkelesnlt, 


The Walhonding and Tuscarawas 
rivers are rising but opinion is divid- 
ed as to whether the flood will be 
great. . 
That the rivers will go bevond their 
banks no Dne seems to doubt, but the 
snow is not going off in rain and so 
far as can be learned it is not raining 
north. There is an enormous quantity 
of snow to the northwest, and when 
this melts 
and 
comes 
down in 
water the greatest of danger can be 
feared. The flood may not come for a 
day «r two, but tbe general opinion is 
that it can only be prevented by cold 
weather and none of that is in sight 
The Ohio ri ver and scores of its tribu- 
taries are at flood height, and the 
damage already done is enormous.

It took 
some time to get them all to their 
homes, but the drivers did their best 
and the routes were laid out so well 
that the task was'accomplished. The 
streets at this .time were filled with 
snow, and on many sidewalks there 
was no semblance of a broken path. •

for stock near Rosnoe, and found 
drifts 18 feet high. Some stock was 
dead when located. 
Sheep and cattle in all parts of tbe 
county suffered, but tbe death rate is 
not high. lu many instances farmers 
dug their sheep from snowdrifts and 
hauled them to shelter where they 
will be fed until the snow leaves. Cat- 
tle were better able to care for them- 
selves. 
It in stated that scores of telephone 
poles ar«down throughout tbe county 
but timber did not suffer much.

chard owners are perhaps the heaviest 
losers, many tract having been ruined 
by the weight *f the snow.

MANHATTAN BARRED 


The Insurance Company Cannot 


do Business in Ohio. 


POLICIES HELD IN COSHOCTON 


Tke Financial CMdftiM of the Cencern Did 


MM Please Ike State 


.And He Sltpped II. 


The Manhattan Insurance' company 
has been barred from doing business 
in' Ohio because its financial condi- 
tion is alleged to be below the requir- 
ed standard. Policies are held in Co- 
shocton, the company being .repre- 
sented by the Mizer agency of this 
city. - 
The Ohio State Jeumal announces 
tbe act of the state commissioner in 
this way: 
* 


- "Hon. A. I. Vorys, state superin- 
tendent of Insurance, on Friday re- 
voked the license to do business in 
Ohio ' of the Manhattan Insurance 
company of New York. The publica- 
tion of tbe order of revocation will be 
suspended for ten days, in order tbat 
the company may bave the opportun- 
ity of placing its affairs in such condi- 
tion as to comply with the laws of 
Ohio.

- 
"Mr- Vorys's action is based upon 
tbe report of tbe state insurance de- 
partment of New York. It is shown 
therein tbat tbe company in question 
is capitalized at 9500,000. Its assets 
are reported as $772,845, its liabilities 
as 8762,548 and its unimpaired capital 
therefore but $10,297. 


' "The law provides that the net as- 
sets of a domestic insurance company 
must not be more than 20 per, cent. 
below tbe amount of capital stock re- 
quired by law— in this state $100,000. 
The Manhattan Insurance company,, 
according to the official report, cannot 
stand the test of this law. 
"A still more serious charge is made 
against the company. It is accused of 
misrepresenting its condition to the 
state department of insurance in its 
report made Dec. 31, 1900. It is shown 
that tbe company at tbat time, re- 
ported, its liabilities $269,306 26 less 
than they were in realitv and its 
setij 814,357 more. The New York au- 
thorities will deal with this alleged 
perjury, for the act was committed in 
tbat state. 
"Charles B. Squire, formerly of 
Cleveland, is the company's general 
manager. He is tbe man who was ac- 
cused by former Attorney' General 
Monnet of having offered a bribe of 
$400,000 contingent upon tbe dismis- 
sal of tbe proceedings against the 
Standard Oil company. . George U. 
"Marvin, has recently been made the 
company's state agent for Ohio."

William H. Timmons Died By 


Own Hand 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE THE CAUSi 


Tke Fatal DOM Was Swafewed Friday Mft

Tbe remains of William H. Tln- 
mons, who died in tbe Hotel Norvil tn 
Lima Saturday 
afternoon at - 1:30 
o'clock, reached Cosbocton this morn- 
ing by the Walhonding Valley and 
were taken to the home of his father/ 
S. F. Timmons, on Park avenue. 
The tragedy is of that nature which 
brings sorrow Into the lives of a defc 
voted family, and calls Tort h the most 
sincere sympathy from the wide circle 
of friends they have formed since tbey, 
came to Coshocton. 
Words cannot 
express it, but it is no exageration to 
say they have that tender feeling 
which permeates an entire commun- 
ity in such" a time as this. 
Everybody knew Will Timmori?. 
Domestic differences caused his wife 
to tile suit for divorce, and he took a 
position 
as traveling salesman for 
Beck & Zimmerman, of New York*, 
lie worked in Ohio, and last week 
week went to Lima where he regis- 
tered at the Hotel Norvil. Friday 
night he went to his room, and tbe* 
next morning was found lying on the 
bed unconscious. 
Medkal aid was 
quickly summoned, but he was beyond 
human aid. He died in the afternoon 
at 1:30 o'clock. He had taken laiida- 
nam. „

The severity of the storm made It 
impossible to reach Coshocton by wire, 
and the young man's friends in this 
city knew nothing of his death until 
Sunday morning when his brother, B: 
F. Timmons, read it in a Cincinnati 
newspaper. 
Other members of the 


family were immediately notified, and 
Sir. Timmons took the noon train for 
Newark from which place wires were 
working west. The hotel proprietor 
confirmed,the newspaper item, and 
stated that already preparations had 
made to send tbe body to Coshocton. 
He avised Mr. Timmons not to go to 
Lima as every thing possible had been 
done and it only meant a delay of 24 
hours. Mr. Timmons acted on his ad- 
vice and came home bringing with 
him the intelligence that the body 
wou'd reach here today. 
' ~ 
The unfortunate young man left Co- 
shocton February 1 and bis brother 
saw him later in the mouth in Colum- 
bus, but letters were received from 
him after that time. He was 32 years 
old.

Funeral services will, be conducted 
at tbe residence of F. S. Timmons 
'I uesday, afternoon at 2 o'clock by 
Rev. Dr. Fisher. Interment will be 
made 
in South Lawn 
cemetery. 
Friends of the family are invited. 


Anarchist on Board.

N. J. The man refused to land. The 
German police are awaiting the ar- 
rival of the Halle at Bremen to arreat 
him.

Seattle, Wash..-April 22.—A sensa- 


tional affair has just been enacted at 
Vancouver, the county seat of Clarke 
county, this state. 


Charles Brown and K. L. Canby, pres- 


iden<. and cashier, respectively, of the 
First National bank of Vancouver, 
which was closed by the controller of 
the currency, committed suicide two 
miles from the city by shooting them- 
selves with a revolver. Their bodies 
were.found lying together in a sirall 
clump of bushes about one-half mile 
north of the Columbia school. - which 
is situated on the outskirts of the 
town. They both used the same weap- 
on, and Canby evidently died first, as 
the revolver was in Brown's hand. It 
is evident that Canby put the muzzle 
of the revolver in his mouth and then 
blew the top of his head off. Brown 
then took it and shot himself in ex- 
actly the same way, falling over Can- 


. by*s body. 
I 
Canby, upon, being told by Bank Ex- 


aminer Maxwell that the bank would 
not be permitted to open Saturday, 
went out in the yard behind the bank 
and attempted to shoot himself. His 
revolver failed to explode, although 
all five chambers were loaded. After 
failing to shoot himself Canby came 
back into ths bank, -and he and Presi- 
dent Brown left together, tailing his 
revolver. "When Examiner Maxwell 
confronted the bank officials with tha 
shortage of $81,000 which he had dis- 
covered, 'both men admitted their 
guilt It Is stated that Brown and 
Canby have been speculating in. 
stocks. 
Beside Brown's body there 


was found a package containing $25 
and a note saying that the money be- 
longed to his daughter. Upon Canby's 
body the following brief note was 
found: "My Dear Wife—I feel what I 
am about to do is for the best. For- 
give me if you can and try to live for 
our dear children. God bless you all. 
Goodby.—Ned." 


Brown who was 54 years of age, 


has lived in Vancouver since 1862. His 
father was the first receiver of Van- 
couver land office. He has served as 
auditor of Clark county, is married 
and has a family. His connection 
with the bank as its president dates 
back 10 years. Canby was o2 years 
old and Was well connected. 


Female Chinese Slaves. 


San Francisco, April 22.—The Chi- 


nese auarter of this city is much per- 
turbed at an effort by the federal au- 
thorities to suppress the traffic in 
female- Chinese slaves. United States 
Marshal Shine, with a squad of assist- 
ants, made a sudden descent on the 
brothels and arrested 34 women. Six- 
teen who produced certificates of nat- 
uralization were released. The others 
are held in custody. It is estimated 
that at least 80 inmates of the house 
raided escaped. The raid was the re- 
sult of an order from the attorney 
general at Washington to the district 
attorney to suppress traffic in female 
Chinese slaves. 


Plunge of a Water Tank. 


Chicago, April 22. — A high wind 


which struck Chicago loosened a huge 
iron water tank from its fastenings on 
the roof of the Galbraith building, 
Madison and Franklin streets, causing 
It to crash through six floors to the 
ground, injuring five persons and re- 
.sulting in a damage to the building 
estimated at $50,000. With two excep- 
tions the injured were pedestrians on 
the street, who had not time to make 
their escape. The tank was 25 feet 
long and six feet in diameter, and con 
tained 40,000 gallons of water. In 
falling it made a hole'about 40 feet 
square through the building.

Cleveland Crippled. 


Cleveland, April 22.—The fierce 


storm of wind smd snow that swept 
over this city and northern Ohio grad- 
ually subsided. It was followed by a 
foe so dense that it was almost impos- 
sible to see from one side of a street 
to the other. Notwithstanding the 
heroic efforts of the telegraph and 
telephone companies to repair their 
prostrated lines, there has thus far 
been little improvement to the serv- 
ice.
